EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

The application has been amended as follows: 
In the claims: 

Claim 1, line 5, before first recitation of "a" insert -wherein— and after "segments" insert 

-are-; 

Claim 1, line 7 5 before "said" insert -each-, delete "retractable", and after "segment" 
insert —being retractable and-; 

Claim 1, line 18, change "(360°)" to -360°- ; 
Claim 6, line 23, change "(360°)" to -360°-. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Regarding claim 1, 
Brandon et al. (US#5810365) in view of Bagepalli et al. (US#6030175) discloses all of the 
limitations except for the inner and outer faces of the segment and the T-shaped extension 
spanning opposing common side ends such that at least one end of the brush seal extends past 
one of the common side ends. Moreover, as accurately argued by the applicant, Bagepalli does 
not disclose this common end as Fig. 3 shows the brush does not extend past the end defined by 
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extension 48, and Figs. 2 and 4 show the brush does not extend past the end defined by 58 and 
62. It would not have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to further modify Brandon 
in view of Bagepalli such that the inner and outer faces of the segment and the T-shaped 
extension spanned opposing common side ends such that at least one end of the brush seal 
extended past one of the common side ends. Claim 6 includes the above allowable subject 
matter and is therefore allowable for at least the same reason(s). 

3. Skinner et al. (US#5749584) discloses in col. 6, lines 51-67, retrofitting a brush seal to a 
retractable labyrinth seal (Fig. 9) is known, however Skinner also discloses the brush seal will 
not extend a continuous 360 degrees around the shaft (col. 7, lines 1-5) as claimed by the 
applicant.
